Boston, Sept. 17.—The financial state­ 
ment of the American board of mis­ 
sions shows that for the first time since 
Aug. 31. 1892. it has been able to close 
its business year without a debt. 
The 
churches and individuals of the board’s 
constituency have not only rallied gen­ 
erously to remove the debt, but have 
contributed to the current 
expenses 
sufficiently to overcome a considerable 
shrinkage in legacies. 
Retrenchm ent 
on mission fields and extreme economy 
in adm inistration have been necessary. 
The total receipts have been $743,104, 
and the total expenditures $627,969, 
leaving a balance of $115,135. 
Deduct­ 
ing from this the debt of a year ago, 
a balance is left in the treasury of $502. 
The regular donations were $426,730. 
The donations fpr special objects were 
$43,989, and legacies $116,988. The total 
receipts from all sources were $734,104. 
In addition to the above and aside 
from all receipts for the work of tho 
board, $130,035.96 has been forwarded 
for Armenian relief, and more than 
$80,000 for Armenians in Turkey from 
Armenian friends and relatives in this 
country.

which says: 
“ One of the greatest evils (referring 
to Mexico) at the present time is the 
existence of a scale of wages which 
defies all power of reduction, which 
robs the laborers of all the sense cf 
dignity or feeling of association with 
the rest of their fellow-citizens, and, 
having reduced them to a condition of 
abject abasement, deteriorates to like 
extent their productive power and the 
measure of their ability. 
They are 
content to regard themselves as a 
plant, or machinery which moves by 
extraneous aid only, and has no powm 
of volition, and no desire to exercise ii 
if it had. 
This is the condition pre­ 
vailing in silver countries. It has, un 
der the guise of increased wages, been 
gradually sapping the very energy and 
manhood out of the poor.

cent in 
the number of 
dollars re 
ceived, but in the actual 
purchasing 
power they have decreased 
40 p*r 
cent. 
Ths laborer would each day 
tik e less of the necessities of life to 
his little ^fireside, and the condition 
o* iii*' fomily grif' lally became more 
wretched.

Beach which may soon be added to the 
curiosities in the National 
museum, 
says the Washington Times. 
It is a 
tent in front of Wood’s hotel, presided 
over by William Henry Harrison Ca­ 
wood, the discoverer and owner of the 
horrible-looking object. 
The relic in 
question is a human skeleton, incased 
in an iron armor or frame. The metal 
is nearly eaten away with the rust of 
ages and most of the bones have fallen 
from the rude casement. The skull and 
leg bones remain in the cage, however, 
and it would require the services of a 
blacksmith to remove them. 
Mr. Ca­ 
wood was a road 
overseer in King 
George 
county, 
Virginia, 
several 
months ago, and while engaged with a 
gang of laborers in repairing a road­ 
way in that historical old bailiwick the 
skeleton in armor was unearthed. The 
workmen were cutting for dirt with 
hoes in an old field to fill up a hole in the 
highway, when one of them struck an 
iron substance a short distance beneath 
the surface. When unearthed it proved 
to be the rusted armor or cage contain­ 
ing the skeleton of a man who in life 
was over six feet in height. As soon 
as the air came in contact with the 
skeleton some of the bones fell away. 
The skull, however, remained firm in 
the crownpiece. Near the cage were 
found four plain brass buttons the size 
of a half-dollar. This led some people 
to believe that the skeleton was that 
of an English 
or Spanish 
officer of 
colonial days who was welded into the 
iron frame, hanged on a gibbet or tree 
'an d allowed to starve to death in pub­ 
lic. The frame or case in which the 
grim skeleton is incased is composed of 
a series of wrought iron strips, its shape 
indicating that it was made to closely 
fit the form of the unfortunate man 
who was doomed to die a lingering 
death in its iron clasp. At the bottom 
are two iron shoes on which the feet 
of the imprisoned wretch rested. The 
cage about the head is also composed of 
strips of iron. Just in front of this cage 
is suspended a hook, on which food was 
placed to increase the dying agonies of 
the starving victim. 
The arms were 
incased and strapped to the incasement 
by welded strips of iron. 
Above the 
headpiece and running through it is a 
bolt one inch in thickness and about 
ten inches in length. The bolt is pivotal 
and was intended to pass through the 
tree limb or gibbet-beam and allow the 
cage and its prisoner to slowly revolve 
with the wind. 
The records of all the counties in the 
lorthern neck of Virginia have been 
earched back into the 1600’s to see if 
nything could be learned of this ter­ 
rible instrument of torture, but nothi­ 
ng could be found that would throw 
ny light upon i t 


Persia is most difficult, says the Nine­ 
teenth Century. At Kazneen a Georgian 
who had been many years in the coun­ 
try and was at the time in the service 
of a high official there told me that he 
thought that among the rich and edu­ 
cated perhaps one-third were followers 
of Bab. This is probably an overesti­

One “old white 
beard,” to use the phrase of the coun­ 
try, with whom I breakfasted one day, 
assured me that such a thing as a Babee 
has never been seen among the wander­ 
ing tribes. 
He added, however, that 
he had seven daughters who ate and 
slept, and that he did not trouble him­ 
self much about religion, beyond say­ 
ing his prayers regularly and observ­ 
ing all due 
conventionalities. Near 
Kermanehah one day I met a Seyyad, 
or a descendant of the prophet, who was 
collecting fleeces—suggestive tribute 
from the faithful—and he said that 
there was not a Babee left in all Persia. 
They had been a polyandrous and im­ 
moral set of unbelievers but their 
fathers were all burned; that is to say, 
consumed in hell, and there was an end 
of them. In Hamadan—one of the larg 
est towns in Persia—I have reason to 
believe, from inquiries 
made on the 
spot, that there are very large numbers 
who in secret hold to the faith of the 
young and 
martyred 
prophet. 
At 
Abadeh there certainly are many such, 
though grewsome pits full of Babees’ 
skulls exist within the walls of the 
towns. In Khorassan and the western 
provinces of Persia I have not traveled 
but my inquiries went to show that in 
the holy city of Mashad, 
around the 
shrine of the Imam Reza itself, Babees 
abound. It will be obvious from what 
I have said that I can give no reliable 
numerical estimate but this need not be 
considered a serious omission, as no 
one knows whether the population of 
Persia at this day is 5,000,000 or, as I 
think, nearer 8,000,0000. It will suffice 
to say that Babees abound and chiefly 
among the richer and more educated 
classes.
